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The  Cleo  Dougherty  Merchandising  Center  and 
The  Irma  Gambrell  Early  Childhood  Center 

Renovation  of  this  facility  was  completed  in  1988.  Prior  to  the  1984  tornado  which 
heavily  damaged  the  building,  the  structure  was  used  for  high  school  vocational 
classes.  The  facility  now  houses  the  clerk  cashier  class  in  the  Cleo  Dougherty  Center, 
and  children  ages  5-6  are  being  nurtured  in  the  Irma  Gambrell  Early  Childhood 
Center.

Renovation  of  this  facility,  also  heavily  damaged  in  the  1984  tornado,  was  com- 
pleted in  1987.  The  front  entrance  has  been  redesigned  to  include  a  second  level 
which  provides  space  for  four  offices  and  necessary  facilities.  The  gym  floor  was 
extended  to  meet  the  Mississippi  Community  and  Junior  College  Athletics  Associa- 
tion's requirement. 


A  Historical 
Perspective  of

Established  in  1948,  Coahoma  Junior 
College  is  a  two-year,  single  campus, 
multi-ethnic,  co-educational,  publicly  sup- 
ported institution  located  in  the  Nor- 
thwest Mississippi  Delta. 

Since  its  inception,  Coahoma  Junior 
College  has  continued  its  movement  to 
provide  quality  programs  and  course  of- 
ferings for  its  clientele.  Coahoma  Junior 
College  offers  educational  opportunities 
to  all  students  regardless  of  race,  color, 
religion,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  or 
handicap. 

A  significant  advancement  in 
Coahoma's  illustrious  history  occurred  in 
1988  when  the  College  Board  of 
Trustees  approved  the  President's  request 
to  purchase  29.0  acres  of  land  to  pro- 
vide space  for  expansion  of  campus 
facilities. 

Operating  under  an  "open  door"  admis- 
sion policy,  the  College  maintains  a  two- 
year  curriculum  which  leads  to  the 
Associate  in  Arts  and  Associate  in  Ap- 
plied Science  degrees  in  more  than  30 
academic  and  academically  related 
disciplines.  Additionally,  the  College  of- 
fers 25  training  and  certificate  programs 
in  vocational  areas.  Through  its  general 
education,  pre-professional  and 
vocational-technical  programs,  the  Col- 
lege seeks  to  provide  educational  ex- 
periences which  develop  logical  thinking, 
aesthetic  appreciation,  cultural  enrich- 
ment, and  high  moral  values  within  its 
students. 

Program  offerings  at  the  College  are 
fully  accredited  by  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  the 
Junior  College  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Mississippi.  Coahoma  also  holds 
memberships  in  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Junior  Colleges,  the  Mississippi 
Community  and  Junior  College  Associa- 
tion, the  American  Association  of  Com- 
munity and  Junior  Colleges,  and  the 
Mississippi  Higher  Education 
Association.

We  also  pride  ourselves  in  the  purchase  of  29.0  more  acres  of  land  on  the 
south  boundary  of  the  campus.

Introduction 

Coahoma  Junior  College  is  commit- 
ted to  the  idea  that  education  should 
embrace  the  responsibility  to  make  a 
commitment  to  positively  impact 
society.  Toward  this  end,  the  College  has 
reinforced  its  objectives  to  intensify 
learning  opportunities  and  to  provide 
educational  experiences  for  its  students 
during  1987  and  1988. 

The  growing  need  to  broaden  the  Col- 
lege's offerings  of  non-traditional  pro- 
grams inspired  the  President  to  pursue 
the  concept  of  a  "New  College."  During 
1988  the  idea  of  a  "New  College''  was 
initiated  to  impact  significantly  on  the 
total  learning  environment  of  students 
seeking  non-traditional  career  and 
academic  career  options. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  the  New  College 
is  to  provide  basic  skills,  knowledge, 
vocational-technical  training,  and  prac- 
tical work  experience  to  help  strengthen 
individuals  in  preparation  for  their 
academic  and  career  goals. 


A  major  effort  of  the  New  College  was 
its  agreement  with  the  U.S.  Department 
of  the  Interior's  National  Parks  Service 
in  March,  1988  to  pursue  ways  and 
means  of  substantially  increasing  the  in- 
volvement of  Coahoma  Junior  College 
in  the  activities  of  the  National  Parks  Ser- 
vice. Action  areas  that  are  presently 
being  explored  and  emphasized  include, 
but  are  not  limited  to:  law  enforcement/ 
criminal  justice,  business  and  commerce/ 
computer  science,  and  vocational- 
technical  training.  The  Dean  of  Business 
and  Commerce  also  serves  as  Dean  of 
the  New  College. 

During  1988  the  Division  of  Continu- 
ing Education  highlighted  the  College's 
Community  Outreach  Program  by  ex- 
panding its  Adult  Literacy  Program  to  in- 
clude the  establishment  of  centers 
throughout  the  district. 

The  library,  which  provides  resources 
to  support  the  learning  activities  of  the 
College,  is  considered  a  core  component 
of  the  instructional  programs,  lb  expand 
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Word  Processing  demonstration 
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Industrial  Wiring

and  to  enhance  the  educational  process, 
the  library's  multimedia  holdings, 
including  books,  microfilms,  and  audio- 
visual materials,  were  increased  and 
computerized  during  the  academic  years, 
1987  and  1988.  Additionally,  a  two-unit 
security  system  was  installed  in  1988. 

A  self-study,  undertaken  by  Coahoma 
to  prepare  for  reaffirmation  of  accredita- 
tion by  the  Commission  on  Colleges  of 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools,  was  successfully  initiated 
in  1988.  With  the  Dean  of  General 
Studies  chairing  the  campus  Steering 
Committee,  the  College  has  received 
outstanding  support  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  faculty,  staff,  students,  alum- 
ni, and  the  community. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  Coahoma 
had  outgrown  its  Mission  Statement  the 
President  appointed  a  Committee  on 
Purpose  to  study  the  programs  and 


offerings  of  the  college  and  to  make 
recommendations. 

Consistent  with  the  expanding  of 
programs  and  course  offerings  and  the 
broadening  of  institutional  support  ser- 
vices through  its  computerized  teaching- 
learning  modes,  the  President  secured 
approval  from  the  College  Board  of 
Trustees  in  1988  to  revise  the  College 
Mission  Statement  to  reflect  these 
advances. 

The  four  major  instructional  units  of 
the  College  recorded  many  positive 
advances  during  the  two-year  span.  The 
instructional  units,  namely,  the  Division 
of  Business  and  Commerce,  the  Division 
of  General  Studies,  the  Division  of 
Vocational-Technical  Education,  and  the 
Division  of  Continuing  Education,  mov- 
ed to  a  higher  level  of  excellence  during 
1987  and  1988,  reaching  out  to  make 
many  more  significant  service  contribu- 
tions to  the  community. 
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Computer  Technology  demonstration 
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Correct  checking  procedures,  handling  cash,  food  stamps,  checks,  and  public 
relations  skills  are  taught  to  students  enrolled  in  the  Clerk-Cashier  Program.

The  Division  of 
Business  and  Commerce 


The  Division  of  Business  and  Com- 
merce continued  to  strengthen  linkages 
between  the  classroom  and  the  business 
world  in  1987  and  1988.  Recognizing  the 
importance  of  exposing  students  to 
various  businesses  and  industries,  and 
simultaneously  displaying  their  training 
and  learning  experiences  received  at 
Coahoma,  the  Division  embarked  upon 
a  new  direction. 

Continuing  to  blend  academic  and 
vocational-technical  education  to  give 
students  training  and  exposure  to  work 
practices  in  business  and  industry-related 
fields,  the  Division  sponsored  several 
high-tech  skills  demonstrations.  The 
"Show  and  Tell"  demonstration,  "Equip- 
ment Exhibit,"  and  the  "Shadow  Ex- 
perience" gave  local  and  area  businesses

and  industries  an  opportunity  to  observe 
students  from  various  programs  inclu- 
ding wiring,  database  and  word  process- 
ing, computerized  accounting,  electro- 
nics, drafting  and  design,  computer 
maintenance  technology,  spreadsheet 
and  interaction  programming,  cash 
register  efficiency,  and  computer 
operation. 

During  the  summer  of  1988  the  Divi- 
sion sponsored  and  coordinated  a  one- 
day  computer  workshop  and,  also,  a  two- 
week  computer  camp  for  Clarksdale's 
junior  high  school  students. 

In  1987  and  1988  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Clarksdale  continued  to  award 
three  Business  Scholarships  to  worthy 
students  exhibiting  high  academic 
achievement  and  majoring  in  business. 

Throughout  1987  and  1988  the  Divi- 
sion of  Business  and  Commerce 
students  continued  to  excel,  gaining 
local,  state  and  national  recognition. 


The  Division  of  General  Studies 

The  Division  of  General  Studies  con- 
tinued to  strengthen  linkages,  not  only 
with  other  educational  and  vocational- 
technical  disciplines  of  the  College,  but 
also  with  the  College's  Community 
Outreach  Program.  During  the  spring  of 
1988  the  Social  Science  Department 
participated  in  a  second  research  project 
in  conjunction  with  the  University  of 
Mississippi.  The  research  —  conducted 
by  Arun  Gandhi,  grandson  of  former 
Indian  Prime  Minister  Mahatma  Gandhi 
—  was  to  gather  data  on  the  relationship 
of  poverty  to  religion  and  racism  within 
a  society.  The  worldwide  study  will  be 
published  within  the  next  year.  More  than 
50  students  gained  survey  and  data  col- 
lection experience  through  the  col- 
laborative effort.  Coahoma  Junior  Col- 
lege will  receive  acknowledgement  for  its 
contribution  to  this  study. 

The  Department  of  Education  con- 
tinued its  movement  toward  innovative 
levels  of  teaching  and  learning  during 
1988  by  conducting  a  Teacher-for-a-Day 
project  with  area  schools.  This  project 
was  designed  to  give  students,  who  plan 
to  enter  the  teaching  profession,  a  per- 
sonal introduction  to  and  a  firsthand  look 
at  the  responsibilities  of  the  classroom 
teacher. 

To  further  strengthen  the  teaching- 
learning  process,  the  Department  of 
Education  conducted  a  series  of 
workshops  throughout  1987  and  1988 
designed  to  assist  its  majors  in  preparing 
for  the  ACT  College  Outcome  Measures 
Program. 

Striving  to  enhance  the  academic 
quest  for  innovative  instructional 
strategies,  efforts  will  be  continued  in  the 
future.  Courseware,  criteria  and 
materials,  will  undergo  continuous  review 
and  revision  as  the  College  pursues  its 


search  for  new  and  more  effective  ways 
of  serving  the  academic  needs  of  its 
students  and  the  community. 

Through  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  the  Education 
Department  has  increased  its  reading 
program  twofold.  Much  of  the  reading 
program  advances  are  involved  with 
Computer  Assisted  Instruction. 

The  area  of  Science  and  Mathematics 
continued  its  three-year  Health  Career 
Opportunity  Program  (HCOP)  during 
1987  and  1988.  This  program  was  made 
available  through  a  grant  from  the  Health 
Resources  and  Services  Administration 
of  the  Bureau  of  Health  Professions. 
HCOP,  which  ended  in  1988,  provided 
43  participants  an  opportunity  to  pursue 
studies  in  health-related  areas  focusing 
on  medical  records,  medical  technology, 
respiratory  therapy,  and  physical  therapy. 

The  project's  linkage  with  the 
Mississippi  Medical  Center's  School  of 
Health  Related  Profession,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi  (Oxford  Campus),  and 
the  Florida  A.  &  M.  University's  School 
of   Allied   Health   provided   technical

Enrollment 


Student  population  during  1987  and 
1988  remained  relatively  stable. 
Although  some  minor  variances  were  ex- 
perienced within  the  different  program 
areas,  the  total  enrollment  count  for 
basic  program  areas  was  relatively  con- 
stant. Variances  in  enrollment  during  the 
1987  spring  semester  were  reflected  in 
the  general  academic  and  vocational  pro- 
gram areas  where  slight  decreases  were 
recorded.  The  fall  semester  results  reflect 


gains  over  the  spring  term  and  were  con- 
sistent with  prior  years. 

In  1988  the  College  experienced 
growth  during  the  spring  semester  in 
comparison  to  the  1987  statistics.  Up  by 
more  than  200  students,  the  spring 
semester's  figures  reflect  primary  in- 
creases in  the  general  academic  program 
areas.  Technical  enrollment  experienced 
a  slight  decline  while  the  vocational  area 
recorded  an  increase,  thereby  resulting  in 
a  consistent  enrollment  pattern  in  the 
Vocational-Technical  Division. 

Statistically,  the  fall  enrollment  was 


lower  than  the  previous  spring  during 
1988.  The  slight  decline,  as  reflected, 
was  caused  primarily  by  a  change  in 
enrollment  in  the  other  categories. 
General  academic  and  vocational 
enrollments  were  slightly  higher  for  this 
period. 

The  enrollment  covered  in  this  report 
for  the  two-year  period  (1987  and  1988) 
is  considered  to  be  reasonably  stable 
The  variances  experienced  in  the  total 
figures  reflect  changes  caused  by  special 
project  students. 


assistance  in  the  program  areas.  The 
success  of  the  program  resulted  in  an  in- 
creased number  of  students  gaining  ac- 
ceptance in  schools  with  Health  Related 
Allied  Programs. 

The  Division  of 
Vocational-Technical  Education 

The  College's  Community  Outreach 
Program  was  broadened  through  the 
Division  of  Vocational-Technical  Educa- 
tion during  1987  and  1988  by  providing 
assistance  to  many  on-campus  projects, 
civic  interests,  and  community 
endeavors. 

The  Division  constructed  a  walk  over- 
bridge  for  the  annual  Delta  Jubilee  in 
1987.  This  activity  was  sponsored  by  the 
Clarksdale-Coahoma  County  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  businesses  from  the 
city  of  Clarksdale;  in  1987  the  Division 
refurbished  an  antique  fire  truck  now  on 
permanent  exhibit  in  Nosef  Park  for  the 
City  of  Clarksdale  Additionally,  person- 
nel assistance  was  given  to  the  Habitat 
for  Humanities  projects  in  Coahoma. 

During  1987  and  1988  the  Industrial 
Service  Coordinator  involved  the  Divi- 
sion in  several  start-up  and  upgrade  train- 
ing programs  for  businesses  and  in- 
dustries seeking  to  expand  anchor 
relocate  their  operations.  Among  those 
taking  advantage  of  this  service  were 
Delta  Wire  Corporation,  Emhart  In- 
dustries, Hardware  Division,  Porter 
Ferguson  Furniture,  H  and  H.  Pump 
Company,  and  Acme  Frame  Products, 
Inc. 

Continuing  to  seek  higher  levels  of  ex- 
cellence for  its  students  and  at  the  same 
time  provide  services  to  the  College, 


the  Division  of  Vocational-Technical 
Education  broadened  the  scope  of 
several  of  its  programs  during  1987  and 
1988.  Among  the  programs  receiving  ex- 
pansion were:  Computer  Maintenance 
Technology,  Clerk  Cashier,  Electronics, 
Automotive  Mechanics,  and  Diesel 
Mechanics. 

The  Computer  Maintenance 
Technology  program,  initiated  in  1986, 
continues  to  attract  students  and  render 
service  to  the  Institution.  During  1987 
in-house  repairs  of  school  owned  com- 
puters by  students  enrolled  in  the  pro- 
gram helped  save  the  Institution  many 
dollars.  In  1988  a  Computer  Repair 
Trainer  System  was  purchased  to 
enhance  this  program.  Funds  for  the 
system  were  provided  by  the  State 
Bureau  of  Vocational-lechnical  and  Adult 
Education. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Clerk  Cashier 
program  were  given  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  a  higher  level  of  instruction. 
In  1988  the  program,  previously  housed 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  Lee  Flowers 
Vocational  Building,  moved  to  the 
newly  renovated  Cleo  Daugherty  Center 
for  Merchandising.  The  remodeled  facili- 
ty provided  the  additional  space  needed 
to  accommodate  higher  levels  of 
participant  instruction  for  its  majors.  In 
1987  a  Plus  Pose  System  (Scanner 
Cashier  Register)  was  purchased  to  give 
clerk  cashier  majors  new  experiences  in 
the  latest  check-out  procedures. 

In  1988  the  Division  continued  to  pro- 
vide an  even  higher  level  of  instruction 
with  the  purchase  and  use  of  a  Digital 
and  Microprocessor  Technician  System 
for  its  electronics  majors.  Through  the 
use  of  this  system,  students  gain  insight 
and  experience  in  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  computers. 
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Students  enrolled  in  Computer 
Maintenance  Technology  learn  how  to 
properly  perform  a  diagnostic  test  on 
Apple  II-E  computers. 

Other  programs  receiving  im- 
provements in  levels  of  instruction  in 
1987  and  1988  were  the  Automotive 
Mechanics  and  the  Diesel  Mechanics 
Programs.  A  Scope  Analyzer  Machine 
was  purchased  for  the  Automotive 
Mechanics  Program.  This  exposure  in- 
to innovative  technology  resulted  in 
students  gaining  direct  experience  in 
diagnosing  and  analyzing  tuneups.  Also, 
a  Glass  Bead  Machine,  which  supports 
the  program's  high  level  of  technological 
instruction,  was  purchased  for  the  Diesel 
Mechanics  Program.  Students  are  being 
introduced  to  and  taught  the  techniques 
of  cleaning  parts  without  the  use  of 
chemicals. 

Additionally,  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Energy  (DOE)  Honor  Scholarships  were 
awarded  to  26  students  from  energy- 
related  programs  and  from  the  area  of 
Business  and  Commerce. 

As  the  Division  moves  into  future  new 
advances,  greater  emphasis  in  implemen- 
ting higher  levels  of  instruction  in  pro- 
gram and  course  offerings  is  anticipated.

The  Division  of 
Continuing  Education 

During  1987  and  1988,  Coahoma 
Junior  College's  Continuing  Education 
programs  remained  on  the  cutting  edge 
to  meet  the  educational  needs  of 
students  who  work  during  the  day.  In 
doing  so,  the  Division  expanded  both  its 
course  offerings  and  its  services. 

In  1988  a  microcomputer  class  was 
added  both  to  the  evening  program's  on- 
campus  site  and  one  off-campus  location 
—  Mound  Bayou.  Several  other 
vocational-technical  education  classes 
have  been  added  to  the  evening 
program. 

The  Division  continued  to  maintain 
high  standards  of  excellence  in  teaching 
while  expanding  its  course  offerings  and 
professional  services  in  the  community 
during  1987  and  1988.  As  a  result, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President  and 
with  the  assistance  of  Delta  State  Univer- 
sity, 21  faculty  members  enrolled  in  two 
three-hour  graduate  courses  in  Adult 
Education.  These  courses  were  prere- 
quisite for  certification  as  literacy  educa- 
tion instructors.  In  1988  Adult  Literacy 
Programs  were  instituted  in  six  new 
centers:  Friars  Point,  Jonestown,  Lula, 
Marks,  Roundaway,  and  Coahoma. 

Also,  during  1987  and  1988  the  Divi- 
sion continued  to  improve  its  services  to 
the  Head  Start  Programs  by  training 
Child  Development  Associates  (CDA) 
for  credentialization  and  by  conducting 
workshops  on  both  the  local  and  state 
levels.  Through  these  services,  the 
College  is  responsible  for  assisting  more 
than  35  students  to  receive  CDA 
credentials. 

With  an  increase  in  funds  from  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  the 
Adult  Continuing  Education  Division,  the 
continuing  education  unit  of  Coahoma 
Junior  College,  initiated  three  additional 
off  campus  Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE) 
centers  which  include  Quitman  County. 
Several  requests  for  establishing  more 
ABE  sites  have  been  received. 

Although  in  the  fall  of  1988  the  Divi- 
sion of  Continuing  Education  discon- 
tinued its  college  credit  program  at  Par- 
chman,  the  Division  recorded  an  increase 
in  enrollment  in  two  of  its  off-campus 
centers.  These  gains,  representing  more 
than  a  35%  enrollment  increase,  offset 
the  effect  of  the  elimination  of  Par- 
chman's  participation  in  the  program. 


The  Tiny  Tigers,  Day  Care  Center, 
another  unit  of  the  Division,  continues 
to  serve  children  one  month  through 
three  years  of  age.  In  1987  the  center 
was  moved  to  a  renovated  structure  with 
an  enlarged  capacity  that  provides  the 
additional  space  needed  to  accom- 
modate a  growing  enrollment.  The  open- 
ing of  the  Lrma  Gambrell  Early  Childhood 
Center  in  1988  allowed  children  four 
through  five  years  of  age  to  receive  a 
higher  level  of  structured  activities  and 
games  in  an  educational  atmosphere. 

As  the  Division  moves  to  higher  levels 
of  involvement  with  the  community  and 
the  expansion  of  educational  offerings, 
a  non-credit  program  in  gerontology  is 
in  the  planning  phase. 

Other  Programs  and  Activities 

ABE/GED  Testing 

Coahoma  continues  to  provide  future 
educational  opportunities  for  individuals 
who  wish  to  obtain  a  high  school  cer- 
tificate through  the  General  Education 
Development  (GED)  program.  Approx- 
imately 545  persons  were  tested  during 
1987  and  1988.  Of  this  number  41.66% 
achieved  minimum  scores  required  by 
the  State  of  Mississippi  for  issuance  of 
a  certificate  of  high  school  equivalence. 

Adult  Literacy/ 
ABE  Program/GED 

The  Coahoma  Junior  College  Literacy 
Program  assisted  approximately  100 
adults  who  were  interested  in  obtaining 
reading,  writing,  and  speaking  skills  dur- 
ing 1987  and  1988.  The  program  — 
funded  in  part  with  a  $33,333.33  special 
fund  appropriated  by  the  Mississippi 
Legislature  during  its  1987  special 
session  under  former  Governor  Bill 
Allain's  administration  —  is  geared 
toward  raising  the  educational  level  of 
adults,  thereby,  preparing  them  to  func- 
tion more  effectively  in  society  and 
become  less  dependent  on  others,  and, 
equally  important,  to  motivate  the  educa- 
tional aspiration  of  their  children. 

The  Adult  Basic  Education  Program 
(ABE)  is  augmented  by  a  Computer 
Assisted  Instruction  (CAI)  staff  that 
allows  participants  to  work  with  the 
computer  in  minimizing  their  weak- 
nesses. Participants  who  seek  to  develop 
academic  skills  that  will  assist  them  in 
successfully  taking  the  GED  examination 
are  provided  the  opportunity  to  enroll  in 
GED  Preparatory  Classes. 


Single  Parents/ 

Displaced  Homemakers  Program 

During  1987  and  1988  Coahoma 
Junior  College  continued  to  provide 
educational  opportunities  for  single 
parentsydisplaced  homemakers.  Housed 
in  a  facility  designed  for  single  parents 
with  one  child,  participants  live  on  cam- 
pus while  attending  college  full-time 

As  recorded  in  the  President's  1985-86 
Report  of  Accomplishments,  the  pro- 
gram's start-up  date  was  the  summer  of 
1986,  and  since  that  time  there  has  been 
tremendous  program  growth. 

Partially  funded  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Bureau  of 
Vocational-Technical  Education,  and  by 
the  utilization  of  student  grants  and 
scholarships,  the  program  provides  par- 
ticipants counseling,  career  planning, 
employability  skills,  program  placement 
assistance  and  personal  growth,  and 
development  workshops. 

The  following  figures  reflect  the  pro- 
gram's growth:  In  1986  the  program 
enrolled  approximately  65  single 
parents/displaced  homemakers  and 
received  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$40,676.00;  in  1987-88  the  program  was 
funded  for  $56,213.50  and  recorded  an 
enrollment  of  87  students;  and  in 
1988-89  the  program  received  funds  in 
the  amount  of  $66,141.83. 

During  the  day,  the  children  are 
placed  in  the  College's  Day  Care  Center.

During  1987  and  1988  Coahoma 
Junior  College  intensified  its  efforts  in 
securing  state  and  federal  support.  As  an 
alternative  source  for  funding  services 
provided  at  the  College  that  cannot  fit 
into  the  regular  College  budget, 
Coahoma  sought  other  avenues  through 
competition  and  was  awarded  funding 
for  several  programs.  Highlights  of  each 
of  the  programs  receiving  funding  are 
provided  by  program  name  and  the 
amount  of  the  award  received  during  the 
past  two  years.  Support  during  1987  and 
1988  exceeded  $1.5  million  annually, 
thereby  placing  Coahoma  first  among 
junior  colleges  in  the  state  in  acquiring 
federal  grants. 

TITLE  III 

Strengthening  Historically  Black

Through  the  Title  ID  HBCU  Program,  the 
College  is  able  to  continue  improving  its 
academic  quality  and  student  services 
through  programs  directed  at  enhancing  in- 
struction, library  holdings,  and  student 
affairs.

The  purpose  of  the  SIP  is  to  provide

This  program  provides  support  services  to 
low-income,  first-generation  or  physically 
handicapped  college  students  to  enhance 
their  academic  skills,  increase  their  reten- 
tion and  graduation  rates,  and,  as  ap- 
propriate, facilitate  entrance  into  four-year 
colleges  or  professional  programs. 

COOPERATIVE  AND 
SCHOLARSHIP  EDUCATION 
PROGRAM  (CASE)  / 
1987  -  $30,000  1988 l—  $28,364 
CASE,  which  is  funded  through  the  United 
States  Department  of  Energy,  provides 
scholarships  to  honor  students  who  ma- 
jor in  energy-related  areas  of  study  which 
include  computer  science,  computer 
technology,  drafting  and  design,  elec- 
tronics, pre-engineering,  industriarelecrrici- 
ty,  heat,  air  conditioning,  and  refrigeration, 
and  computer  maintenance  technology. 
The  second  part  of  the  program's  emphasis 
is  on  developing  linkages  with  businesses 
and  industries  where  students  will  work 
with  these  companies  so  that  they  may 
experience  the  real  world  of  work. 

HEALTH  CAREERS 
OPPORTUNITIES  PROGRAM 
(HCOP) 

1987  -  $114,909 
HCOP  is  a  three-year  program  designed 
to  increase  the  number  of  minority  and 
disadvantaged  students  in  the  health 
careers  areas.  The  program  consists  of  a 
summer  enrichment  program  for  high 
school  seniors  and  continues  to  work  with 
them  through  two  years  of  college  and 
helps  to  facilitate  their  entry  into  upper  divi- 
sion schools  of  health-related  professions. 

JOB  TRAINING 
PARTNERSHIP  ACT  (JTPA) 

1987  -  $701,000  1988  -  $450,000 
The  Job  Partnership  Training  Act,  which 
is  a  program  of  the  College's  Vocational- 
Technical  Division,  is  a  federally  funded 
program  which  consists  of  nine  areas: 
Combination  Welding  Building  Repair  and 
Maintenance,  Vocational  Related  Studies, 
Nurse  Assist,  Administration,  Individual 
Referral,  Employment  Preparation  for 
Youth,  Micro-Mini  Computer  Training, 
Second  Chance  Cluster,  and  Drop  Out 
Prevention. 

SINGLE  PARENT/DISPLACED 
HOMEMAKER  PROGRAM 

1987-$56,213.50  1988-$66,141.83 
The  Single  Parent/Displaced  Homemakers 
Program,  funded  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  Bureau  of  Vocational- 
Technical  Education,  is  designed  to  help 
single  parents,  with  one  child,  pursue  their 
education.

A  goal  of  the  area  of  Student  Services 
is  to  enhance  the  educational  and  social 
needs  of  the  student  through  the  crea- 
tion and  implementation  of  supportive 
and  developmental  programs  designed  to 
assist  students  in  achieving  their 
academic  and  career  goals. 

In  support  of  this  goal,  the  College  was 
awarded  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Education  in  1987  to  initiate  a 
Student  Support  Service  Program.  This 
grant  was  awarded  to  provide  those 
necessary  services  to  college  students 
who  are  (1)  first  generation  college 
students,  (2)  educationally  and  cultural- 
ly disadvantaged,  (3)  live  below  the 
poverty  level,  and  (4)  a  member  of  the 
minority.  Since  the  program  began, 
approximately  150  students  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  full  range  of  academic 
offerings  that  include  individualized  tutor- 
ing in  all  subject  areas,  basic  skills 
courses,  and  special  tutoring  courses.

Junior  College.  Through  a  variety  of 
organizations/programs  offered  at 
Coahoma,  students  brought  distinction 
to  themselves  as  well  as  the  College 
Coahoma  remains  on  the  cutting  edge 
in  providing  co-curricular  activities  for  its 
students  so  that  they  can  continue  to 
grow  as  individuals,  develop  skills  and 
talents,  and  cultivate  personal  values.

CJC  made  significant  strides  in  up- 
grading its  campus  environment  during 
1988.  Parking  lots  were  constructed, 
walkways  were  raised,  curbing  and 
gutters  were  installed,  and  streets  were 
resurfaced.

Emphasis  on  upgrading,  expanding, 
and  maintaining  Coahoma  Junior 
College's  physical  plant  —  its  buildings 
and  grounds  —  and  the  obtainment  of 
additional  equipment  continued  to 
receive  special  attention  throughout 
1987  and  1988.  A  highlight  of 
Coahoma's  progress  in  preserving  and 
promoting  the  academic  well-being  of  its 
campus  facilities  came  during  the  1987 
regular  session  of  the  Mississippi 
Legislature  when  the  House  and  Senate 
passed,  with  an  overwhelming  majority, 
Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  (SCR) 
521.  The  passage  of  this  Resolution  gave 
authorization  to  the  Bureau  of  Building, 
Grounds,  and  Real  Property  Manage- 
ment of  the  Governor's  Office  of  General 
Services  to  conduct  a  study  and  preplan 
for  the  construction,  renovation,  and 
repair  of  needed  campus  facilities  at 
Coahoma  Junior  College  and  to  make 
recommendations. 

In  August  of  1987  the  Bureau  com- 
pleted its  study  of  Coahoma's  facilities. 
This  study  heavily  impacted  the  Gover- 
nor's and  the  Legislature's  recommenda- 
tions for  capital  outlay. 

Another  highlight  of  Coahoma's  plan 
to  upgrade  and  expand  its  campus 
facilities  came  in  1988  when  the  College 
Board  of  Trustees  approved  the  Presi- 


dent's request  to  purchase  29.0  acres  of 
land  adjacent  to  the  present  campus. 
This  additional  land,  adjoining  the  south 
boundary  of  the  campus,  will  provide 
room  for  needed  expansion  of  the  Col- 
lege's physical  education  and  athletic 
programs. 

During  1987  the  College  upgraded  its 
communication  system  (PBX)  with  a 
new  console  This  new  system  provides 
greater  efficiency  and  faster  service  for 
both  on  and  off  campus  callers. 

Significant  advances  in  upgrading  the 
streets  were  also  among  the  1988  ac- 
complishments. As  a  result  of  a 
Federal/State  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  (CDBG),  $20,000  cash 
match  from  Coahoma  Junior  College, 
and  $128,892  inkind  from  Coahoma 
County,  all  streets  were  resurfaced,  curbs 
and  gutters  installed,  and  raised  walks 
were  constructed  to  meet  requirements 
of  the  New  Handicapped  Act. 

Construction,  Renovations, 
and  Repairs 

All  renovations  and  repairs  of  buildings 
damaged  by  the  1984  tornado  were 
completed  during  1987  and  1988.  In  ad- 
dition, maintenance  and  repairs  on  other 
campus  facilities  received  attention. 


Renovation  and  conversion  of  the  high  school  shop  building,  damaged  by  the  1984 
tornado,  to  house  the  Cleo  Dougherty  Merchandising  Center  and  the  Irma 
Gambrell  Early  Childhood  Center  was  completed  in  1988. 
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In  1987  the  Marion  Reid  Gymnasium, 
damaged  in  the  1984  tornado,  was  com- 
pleted with  the  restoring  of  the  roof  and 
the  replacing  of  the  floors  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Mississippi  Com- 
munity and  Junior  College  Athletic 
Association.  The  front  entrance  was 
redesigned  to  include  a  second  level  that 
provides  four  offices  for  the  coaches  of 
the  athletic  programs. 

The  converting  of  the  old  high  school 
automotive  shop,  damaged  also  by  the 
1984  tornado,  into  a  modem  facility  for 
the  College's  Clerk  Cashier  Program  and 
a  Child  Care  Training  Program  for  the 
high  school  added  dimension  to  both  the 
college  and  the  high  school  vocational 
programs.  The  facility  was  completed 
and  occupied  in  the  fall  of  1 988. 

Another  facility  receiving  renovations 
and  repairs  in  1988  was  the  Tiger's  Den 
Football  Dormitory.  This  facility,  formerly 
housing  football  players,  was  renovated 
and  redecorated  into  a  Day  Care  Center. 
The  center  is  licensed  by  both  local  and 
state  agencies  to  care  for  50  children. 

Men's  Dormitory  #3  was  also  among 
campus  facilities  to  receive  renovations 
and  repairs.  Conversion  of  this  single  unit 
structure  to  provide  space  for  a  JTPA 
Counseling  Center  was  completed  and 
occupied  in  1988. 


Continuing  to  provide  facilities  that  are 
conducive  to  teaching  and  learning,  the 
College  repainted  its  eight  science  labs 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  Whiteside 
Hall.  Other  repairs  and  renovations  of 
campus  facilities  evidenced  in  1987  and 
1988  included  Friends  Hall,  a  three-story 
dormitory  for  men. 

Coahoma's  efforts  to  keep  corrosion 
problems  from  destroying  all  metal 
piping  that  connects  to  electrical  control 
appliances  and  other  devices  led  to  the 
hiring  of  an  engineering  firm  to  study  and 
make  recommendation  to  the  President 
on  how  to  prevent  corrosion  in  soil  that 
contains  heavy  lead  deposits.  During 
1988  the  President  gained  approval  from 
the  College  Board  of  Trustees  to  employ 
a  construction  firm  for  implementation 
of  this  project. 

The  College  continued  to  upgrade  its 
fleet  of  buses  for  both  the  College  and 
the  high  school  during  1987  and  1988. 
Based  on  the  need  for  dependable 
vehicles,  six  buses  and  one  ad- 
ministrative car  were  purchased  during 
1988  —  three  71-passenger  diesel  buses 
with  automatic  transmissions  and  an  ad- 
ministrative car  for  the  College,  and  two 
71-passenger  buses  and  one 
61-passenger  bus  for  the  high  school.

Coahoma  Junior  College  continues  its 
effort  to  fulfill  a  significant  part  of  its 
mission  —  to  serve  the  community,  state, 
and  nation  beyond  the  immediate  boun- 
daries of  the  campus  —  during  1987  and 
1988.  The  commitment  of  CJC's  Presi- 
dent to  carry  out  this  responsibility 
reflects  the  broad  scope  of  services 
provided  by  his  administration,  individual 
faculty  and  staff  members,  and  student 
groups  and  organizations.  The  involve- 
ment of  Coahoma  Junior  College  in  pro- 
grams and  activities  in  the  community, 
the  state  of  Mississippi,  and  the  nation 
is  realized  through  the  impact  the 
College  makes  in  providing  and  render- 
ing services  to  its  citizens. 

Supported  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education/Vocational-Technical  Division, 
the  College  provides  technical  training, 
technical  assistance,  pre-employment 
training,  on  the  job  retraining,  and 
curriculum  development  for  industries  in 
the  area. 

Paramount  among  the  1987  and  1988 
initiatives  were  the  Comprehensive 
Quality  Control  and  the  Pre-Employment 
Training  Programs.  Through  these  pro- 
grams the  College  assisted  employees  in 
acquiring  the  basic  training  needed  to 
meet  their  job  performance  requirement. 
During  this  seven-week  course, 
employees  received  instruction  in 
Statistical  Process  Control  Methods. 

The  Pre-Employment  Training  Pro- 
gram recorded  approximately  25 
prospective  employees  taking  advantage 
of  the  training  provided  them  by  the 
College  for  future  employment  with  the 


Mid-America  Ink  Company,  to  be  located 
in  Clarksdale. 

In  support  of  the  City  of  Clarksdale's 
effort  to  provide  ways  and  means  in 
helping  their  employees  afford  clients  a 
better  and  more  efficient  service,  the  Col- 
lege sponsored  a  variety  of  workshops 
during  1987  and  1988  that  involved 
more  than  300  city  employees. 
Employees  from  the  City's  Utilities 
Department  engaged  in  a  one-day 
workshop  that  provided  them  with  basic 
skills  for  performing  their  jobs.  A  one- 
day  Personnel  Workshop  for  Public  Rela- 
tions was  also  held  for  City  employees. 
In  this  workshop  employees  received 
skills  that  will  enable  them  to  work  with 
the  public  more  efficiently.  Approximate- 
ly 150  City  Supervisors  were  provided 
techniques  to  help  improve  their  super- 
visory skills  through  a  one-day  workshop. 

As  a  part  of  the  College's  commitment 
to  expand  its  efforts  to  provide  training 
for  adults  who  lack  the  necessary  skills 
to  function  properly  in  today's  society, 
Coahoma  conducted  several  workshops 
on  "Literacy  in  The  Workplace,"  during 
1988. 

In  the  coming  years,  the  College, 
through  its  industrial  service  activities, 
will  continue  to  strive  to  increase  its  in- 
volvement in  businesses  and  industries 
by  providing  training  programs, 
workshops,  and  seminars  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  community.  Plans 
have  been  completed  for  Coahoma 
Junior  College  to  build  an  Industrial  Ser- 
vice Center,  to  be  situated  on  10  acres 
of  the  County  and  City  new  260  acres 
Industrial  Park.
